Karcher, on e or the de­ 
fen dan ts 
in the suit brought by 
George Gillcgly ,of Mt. Carroll, again st 
| Drs. Fireston e, Karcher an d Bush- 
! n ell, on motion of R. E. Eaton , attor­ 
n ey for the plain tiff. 
Con siderable 
in terest |waa ¡man ifested in the out­ 
come of the case as the allegation s of 
the plain tiff were startlirg an d had 
the decision beeD adverse to the phy ­ 
sician s ifci would have been far reaoh 
| in g in its sign ifican ce. 
Alter tn e 
testimon y of the plain tiff’s witn esses 
had been beard an d Dr. Karcher had 
i been on the stan d for a few min utes, 
it became plain ly eviden t to Judge 
Heard that the Mt. Carroll man had 
i n ot made out a case an d he accord- 
l iDgly en tered an order to dismiss the 
suit. No appeal will be taken . 
The plain tiff, Gillcgly , had his wrist 
broken in Freeport an d it was set by 
| the defen dan ts. He wen t to his home 
in Mt Carroll an d in stead of havin g 
j his home phy sician redress the in jury 
| when n ecessary he let it go. In con 
sequen ce some of the ligamen ts did 
I n o t un ite an d his wrist is deformed. 
[ It could n ot be proven that the Free­ 
port phy sician s did n ot set an d dress 
the in jury properly in the first place. 


Presiden t Tilden of the Chicago 
board of education has been asked to 
assist in the establishmen t of a home 
for in curable crippled children an d he 
y esterday promised his aid. 
Miss Floren ce Prouty , prin cipal of 
the south side school for cripples, is 
the origin ator of the scheme. She 
has selected Mrs. C. G. Comstock as 
the treasurer an d wan ts Presiden t 
Tilden an d a Mr. McDade to act as 
trustees, audit the accoun ts an d act 
in an advisory capacity on fin an cial 
m atters. 
Miss Prouty has already 
don e con siderable can vassin g for fun ds 
an d hopes to have sufficien t mon ey to 
open the home within a 
few mon ths. 
There are places where crippled 
children are n ow given a home, but 
these in stitution s refuse in curable 
charges. Miss Prouty proposes to get 
a place where in curables may be sen t. 


GIVES DETAILS OF HER PLAN. 
“I have been workin g ail summer to 
start the home,” Miss Prouty wrote 
Presiden t Tilden . “ My plan is to ren t 
a humble flat, cheerful and san itary , 
appeal to my frien ds amo ng the club 
women to furn ish it with discarded 
articles or with n ew articles if they 
wish. Then hire a go o d wo man who 
n eeds a home an d will 
wo rk cheap for 
charity ’s sake to take care 
of the 
children .” 
“ I am in sy mpathy with the plan ,” 
commen ted Presiden t Tilden after 
readin g this paragraph, ‘ an d will give 
what aid I can . I have visited the 
south side school several times an d 
thin k I appreciate the con dition of 
those little on es.” 
Miss Prouty said that she was led to 
formulate the plan because she could 
fin d bo place to put two in curable 
crippled children atten din g her school 
If she sen t them to the home of the 
cripples on e little girl must un dergo 
an operation (breakin g of her back 
scien tifically ) that allowed her on ly a 
small fraction of chan ce in a hun dred 
to live. She said she had been refused 
admission 
for the children at the 
orphan asy lums an d “there is n o place 
left for them except Dun n in g,J amoDg 
all Borfcs of terrible thin gs.” 


TWO PATHETIC CASES- 
On e of the little in curables has n o 
father an d her mother is an in ebriate 
She is paraly zed from her arms down ­ 
ward an d must crawl the rest of her 
life. She is alway s cheerful, happy 
an d good. An other little girl’s father 
is a crazed paraly tic who gets in toxi 
cated an d her mother is almost an 
in ebriate. 
Miss Prouty tells of two other child 
ren who are in curable cripples an d 
destitute of homes.

o n First Street. 
Mrs. Tho mas Haley o f Mario n to wn­ 
ship met with a sev ere inju ry in an 
accident o n First street in this city 
abo u t 4 o ’clo ck Tu esday afterno o n 
when she was thro wn fro m her bu ggy 
with her twelv e-mo nths-o ld babe in 
her arms.

bor and there were heavy casualties 
among them.

Various conjectures are current as 
to the cause of the fire. 
Some at­ 
tribute it to an overcharge of electri­ 
city. 
Great relief was felt through­ 
out Japan when it was learned that 
Admiral Togo was not on board the 
ship at the time of the fire. 
The Mi- 
husa was the flagship of Vice Admir­ 
al Togo during the battle of the Sea 
of Japan. 
The loss of life by the 
sink ing of the Mik asa totals 59 9 oth­ 
ers and men. including detachm ents 
from oilier w arships which went to 
the rescue of the vessel, and 
were 
aught by the ex plosion. 
B le w a H ole in H er Side. 
The ex plosion blew a hole in the 
port side of the vessel below the w at­ 
er lint*. 
The Mik asa was a first-class 
battleship of 15.200 tons displacement. 
It was built in England 
and 
was 
launched in 19 02. The battleship was 
400 feet long, had a speed of over 18 
k nots and carried a crew of 9 35 otfi- 
cers and men. It was heavily armored 
and carried four 12-inch guns, four­ 
teen (» -inch guns, twenty 12-pounders 
and a number of smaller rapid-fire 
guns. 
It had four submerged torpedo 
tubes.

W ashington, Sept. 13.—One of the 
officers of the navy departm ent who 
has given long study to the organiza­ 
tion of the Japanese navy said of the 
loss of the Mik asa: 
“W ith its com­ 
panion ship, the Asahi, it was tlie 
pride of every Japanese naval officer 
and bluejack et. 
In fighting capacity 
and resistant strength 
the 
Mik asa 
compared with our Wisconsin, one of 
the most powerful battleships afloat. 
The Mik asa was the literal successor 
by nearly ten years of development of 
the Naniwa, commanded in 18 94 by 
the same silent Togo who won the 
battle of the Japan sea.” 
Fate or accident appears to have 
been more deadly to the Japanese 
navy than the guns of the Russian ad­ 
versary. 
As the Jap is a fatalist in 
his personal beliefs he may find com­ 
fort in this: The Russians lost in the 
sea battle of May 27 and 28 twenty- 
two ships, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 153.411. Under his direct command 
Togo lost two battleships—the Ilat- 
su.se and Yashimn—during the war, 
and a coast defense ship—the Ileiyen; 
two protected cruisers—the Seiyeu and 
Yoshine; two small unprotected crui­ 
sers, the Mok ayo and the Kaimen; 
nine torpedo boats and several small 
destroyers. 
So far os the Japanese government 
has reported the causes for the loss 
of these ships fate has played the im­

part:

for a Russian battleship. 
Five hun­

To show how nearly alike the eggs 
of various domestic fowls are lu re­ 
spect to composition, the following fig­ 
ures are given by the department of 
agriculture: 
Hen's egg—Fifty per cent water, 16 
per cent protein, 33 per cent fat. 
Duck's egg—Forty-six per cent water, 
17 per cent protein, 3d per cent fat. 
Goose egg—Forty-four per cent wa­ 
ter, 19 per cent protein, 30 per cent 
fat. 
Turkey eg g -Forty-elg ht per cent wa­ 
ter, 18 per cent protein, 33 per cent fat. 
It should be explained that protein 
is the stuff that goes to make muscle 
and blood. 
Fat of course is fuel for 
unning the body machine. 
Thus it 
will be seen that eggs, though half or 
nearly half water, are extremely nu­ 
tritious. remtalnlng all the elements re­ 
quired for the building and support of 
the human body. 
But the old saying 
that an egg contains as much nutri­ 
ment as a pound of beefsteak iai far 
from correct.
